Through ‘the cobtt courtesy of Charles 
Koust, the Gazerrs is able to give to; | m 
day a Washoe. miner's view of the 
Wood Riret region. The letter will 
be of interest, as Joe Jones ip widely- 
known as a careful and reliable man: 

„Speaking of dull times in Reoo, it 
is not pessible fur it to be any werse 
than this country. I have watched 
the merchants here, and I know that 
they are duing but little, See one men 
at a time carry some little thing oat 
under his arm. I have met business 
men here. They come and take u 
look at the prospects, end say it will 
not do to invest, and sell their things 
«nd leave. There is but ong mine in 
the country that is dcing anything. 
They call everything that is located ed 
snd a days work done os it here, s 
mine, thaf is, by the parties whe are 
doing business, io order to puff the 
country. I saw a miner yesterday. 
from Galena, who had traveled several 
days with me coming over here, and 
he told me that he was iu the best 
mine io Galena distriot, and tnat there 
was no ore belyw 40 feet; that he 
would nut take it asa gift. A young 
man from Carson’ has been at work iu 

he Stare mine. He tells me that they 
have suok tw» shafts on the mine, and 
found no ore in either, and made up- 
rsises aod winzes with the same result. 
Oue can hear every day of big strikes 
being made (always some distance off). 
There must be several thousand men 
prospecting. 1 have run over the hills 
several days, and have seen nothing 
yet to indicate a very rich country. 
The ore all lies in small bunches, liable 
to dig out in ove day. You can hear 
any day of some great sale, but vou 
can't see any work done. There has 
been more work dune on the J. & K. 
mine than has been done iu the whole 
Wood River district. What ore has 
been found is all on top, and of very 
fine quality, which has caused all the 
excitement. The Mionie Woods bas | 
a nice bunch of ore, but they let it lay, 
for some cause best known to them- 
selves. The Monday mine has about 
6 inches of ore, which remains in the 
same condition, The Starr bas shut 
down, and the Idaho is about as good 
as closed. Nobody is allowed in the 
Bellevue. And so it goes—all have 
rich ore in their pockets, and all have 
good prospects and mioes to sell. I 
ain trying to sell my horses, but they 
are tou good for this market. Plug 
sell at good prices to pruspectors, who 
‘pack’ them iuto the mountaine. This 
is a beautiful country to prospect in; 
plenty of grass and water in all direc- 
tions, oo you Can camp whenever you 
want to. My epinion of why there are 
so many prospecting, is that there is 
nothing else to do, with the exception 
of cutting a few poles to build houses 
with. I do not think this place can 
heep up much longer, unle“s the mines 
are worked, as there is no money here 
but that brought ia by the immigra- 
tion, and that can’t sustain a town of 
this size very long.”
